The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The independent claim overcomes the prior art since is requires that the pressing 
member that presses the stack of sheets is in a concave part of the sheet storage unit. 

The prior art of record does not disclose this combination of limitations. For 
example, US Patent No. 4,494,746 to Moser discloses pressing member 3, however, 
Moser does not disclose that pressing member 3 is in a concave part of the sheet 
storage unit 13 (et al.). Similarly, other prior references do not disclose all the limitations 
of the independent claim. Therefore, the claims are allowed.
